•In, irho aet fire to the home in an 
•sort to cover bla crim*. Before the 
tn bad made any creat beadway tbo 

bodies of tne murderod woman and 
her two children were re.scued from 
ihe burning house. 

An examination of the bodies 
itaoved tbat Mra. Weber and tbe cbtl- 
Sren bad been murdered before the flio 
bad been started. The daughter had 
been kill»»d by a pi-slol wound, as had 
been Mrs. Weber. On tbe boy's bead 
were ceTeral deep cuta. He had alao 
been, abot 

All efforts to rearb Juliua Weber, 
the fatlicr, who was not thought to be 
In the biirnitiK house, was abandoned 
until Friday, when a search was made 
In tbe bur§ed timbera and bla body 
waa foundMa the bathroom of tbe 
iwclllng. He, too, had been shot down 
before being left to be con.sumeil by 
Lbe flames. 

Tbe body of Mr. Weber waa so badly 
burned tbat it baa been impoaaible to 
TPrertain how often he was shot. 

One very peculiar circumstance of 
the tragedy Is that while the bodies of 
ti^e mother and daughter were burned 
to aome extent tbe apartment in which 
they were lying was not on fire when 
luo firemen broW^ in, which showed 
luat they had been killed in some other 
portion of the bouse, partly . burned 
and then dragged into tba room where- 
tbey were found. 

Coroner Shepard. Sheritt Kean and 
District Attorney Robinson are mak- 
ing a thorough investigation of the 
tragedy. Iney-are advancing no the- 
orlea, but the facta would Indicate 
tbat the mnrdera waa tba work of a 
madman or cool, oalCUlatlDg, prOiped- 
itated crime. 

Tbe robbery theory is about fexplod- 
ed» aa no Incentive baa been found. 
Adolpb- Weber, the son, aged 20, who 
is the only memlier of the family alive, 
talko but little, but to the coroner and 
sheriff he wayn he didn't think the mo- 
tive waa either robbery or revenge, 
When naked If he bad a theory, be 
said he had, but would not give it 
He did say, reluctantly, that his father 
liad a violent temper. The boy said 
be left the bouse about 6:3U and came 
dowa town, ptyvhaaed a pair of trous- 
tn, and did aavaral other errands. 
When he went to the fire he dropped 
hiB old tronseiH. wliirh wi re in a 
bundle, in tbe burning building. He 
la now at tbe home of Deputy County 
Traaaartr John Adama. Young Weber 
turn a good reputation. Two 22-caI- 
Iber revolvefB were found, but the hul- 
leta extracted from the body were of 
82 caliber. Tbe officers are looking 
for tbe pistol from which they were 
fired. 

The autopsy Friday night on the 
body of Mr. Weber disclosed a bullet, 
wound through tbe heart. The diame- 
ter of the wound waa the same as that 
In tbe bodies of Mra, Weber and Miss 
Weber, wbo w«ra ahot wltb a tS*eallbar 
weapon. 

Julius Weber waa a retired brewer 
and waa poaaessed of considerable 
wOaltb. Ttae> family lived In a band- 
some homo here, and Mr. Weber pos- 
sessed valuable property in Oakland.

Charleston, W.Va., Nov. 12.— Friends 
of Sheriff Daniel, wbo was murdered 

at Montgomery Thursday, threaten a 
lynchmg should Ed. Jackson, his mur- 
ierer, be apprehended. At a late hour 
Friday night all eflorta to arreat Jack- 
son proved futile. After tha ahooUng 
Jackson ran down the railroad track 
tnd disappeared in woods. Two pairs 
of bloodhounds were plated on his 
trail Friday, but with no success. The 
tbwnfolk wbo were thro^ Into a 
fever of excitement because of the 
double shooting, first of W. A. Jack- 
son by Policeman Elliott, and then of 
Sheriff Daniel, by Jackson's brother, 
^as subsided somewhat. Should Jack- 
son be captured it is possible tbat there 
will be further trouble. His two 
brothers, who were captured, have 
been brought to Charleston for safety. 
The remains of Sheriff Daniels were 
removed to Fayetteville Friday. 

The trouble was started by the mur- 
ier of Constatde W. A. Ja< ks(in tiy Po- 
liceman Will Elliott, of .Montgomery 
In a quarrel between the two officers 
Jackson waa shot and killed. Harvey 
Jackson, a brother of W. A. Jackson, 
and two other brothers armed them- 
selves and started out to "clean up " 
tho entire police force of the town 
which is a small bamlet near Fayette 
A telephone message was sent to 
Sheriff Daniels, of Fayette county, to 
1 ome to Montgomery at once, as blood- 
shed was certain. Daniels rea< lied 
Montnomery at 10 o'clock Thursday 
ttmtftfK, Joat aa he stepped from 
the train ^ha saw Harvey Jackson 
lounging near tbe station. Without 
drawing his revolver the sheriff wall;- 
ed over to Jackson and placing his 
band on Jackson's shoulder told him 
lo leave town under penalty of being 
arrested. Jackson without a word 
flred twice point blank at the sheriff. 
The sheriff dropped to the ground, 
dying instantly. John Rolf, a prom- 
inent citisen of tbe town, witnessed 
the ta\k between Daniela and Jifokson. 
throwing up his hands he advanced 
toward Jackson to remonstrate with 
him and to help Danielt. Jackson 
turned and shot Rolf dead. Then re- 
loading bla revolver and drawing an- 
other from his pocket he defied any 
one to take him. 'i.ie other Jackson 
boys came into town and for half an 
nour the three paraded the streets fir- 
ing revolvera and defying the town 
The streets were deserted and not an 
offlcial dared to make his appearance. 
In the meantime Detective llarri.i^on 
Ash, reputed to be the gamett man In 
t.est Virginia and who lives near 
Montgomery, waa telephoned for. He 
was seen coming down the roadway 
from Montgomery by the Jatksons. 
They started on a run for the mount- 
ain base nearby and escaped in the 
woods. After Ash bad driven tbe mur- 
derena to tbe mountains the citlsens 
plucked up rourag*^ and ' warmeii into 
tbe street-s heavily armed. A poBse ol 
200 men were qui>kly organized, and 
under the leadership of Ash and other 
police, tb^y started beating tha woods 
for the Jacksons. 

A reward of $10,000 Las been offered 
for Ed. Jackson dead or alive A war- 
rant is out for Chief of Police Hunt- 
ley, of Montgomery, as being accessory 
1,0 the killing of Daniels Tbe wife of 
Daniels is prostrated and there is little 
hope of her recovery. A big bunch of 
deputies in Montgomery preserved per- 
fect order Thursday night and Friday.

The General Believes That in a Short 
Time Conditlena Will Have hll> 

proved So That the ConstalN^ 
lary Can Keep Peace. 

Washington, N6t. 12.— Oen J. F. 
Wade, commander of the Philippine 
divi'-ion, in his annual report says 
that while the troops in the islands 
have not been actively engaged their 
presence there la necessary aa an aid 
to the authortttas. OoBtlnotBt Oeta. 
Wade says: 

"The Filipino .soldier, both scout and 
constabulary, has done and is doing 
good work, but it is the work of the 
trained soldier against the mob. Hj" 
baa been well armed, drilled and dlaoi- 
pHaad by American omcers and led by 
these officers against the undisciplin- 
ed, undrilled and poorly armed 
outl.iws of the provinces; men 
of his own race, but lacking his ad- 
vantages and having nothing to gain 
but all to lose by lighting. The Ulk 
of tbe Filipino soldier has gone so 
far that many persons have evolved 
theories for a continental army to bo 
composed in whole or in part of na- 
tives. Id fact, to Judge by what ono 
sees and hears, most army oflcera and 
many civillana aeem to keep bills for 
this purpose In stock, fully developed 
and ready to be drawn up in furin 'if 
an act of congress. In one respect 
too many of these schemes resemble 
the numerous projecta for a Filipino 
republic which provide, by name, for 
a dictator and a lieutenant general." 

The general adds thai It Is to be 
hoped that within a reasonably short 
period conditions will have improved 
siifticiently to enable the constabu- 
lary to keep tbe peace throughout tha 
islands, and that "then the borrowed 

troops can lie returned and. by order 
of the picMdent the mmilier of com- 
pany's reduced." In his opinion the 
time has not arrived when an arrange- 
ment can be made for tbe proper gai^ 
risoning of the biland. The actual 
value of the Filipino aa a regular aol- 
dier. he aaya, la still an open quae-, 
tion.
